A HERE is not a Gentleman !n thn 

Houfe, or in tte kingdom, more anxious than

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luflre, although for above z courfe of (iitetvi 
yean I have received fiom the Crown only a 
fuccelEon of injuries, and never in any mo- 
ment of oiy life the flighleft favour. J had 
Ihe honoufi fir, of a leu in this Hoitfe, when 
the ^air oE the Civil Lift, was firft »0^tgd in 
Parliament ia the begii^nin^ of his prefent 
Majefty's reign,, when encry good (ut^e£t 
hoped to have nurt than the idta of a Patriat 
King- I then acquiefced in, the propofed gr^nr. 
The acceptance of an annuity of 8c6,QpoI. 
and the giving up to the public the ancient, 
hereditary revenues of the brown, origiaated 
from the Throne. It was propofed to this 
Houfe in the ufual mode by Mr. Legge; then 
chancellor of the Exchequer. Parliament 
adopted the propolition, and it was accepted 
with gratitude by the King,- The tninifteri 
ef that time declared to this Houie the King's 
entire fattsfr.£tio>i, and that hit MajeRy fhould 
be happy to be delivered from the d^fagreeable 
neceffity of ever applying to Parliament, like 
his predeceQbrs, to malce good the 'deficiencies 
of the Civil Lift. It was adinitced that ths 
allowance was campetent^ ample, mod ftil^

By this bargain, fir, with the public 
it was generally undeillood, and indeed admit* 
ted at that time, that' bis Majefty would be a 
gainer of near 7,oool. ftr annum. The noble 
Lord with tbe blue ribband has unfairly drawn 
his calculations from only the lafi tight yean 
of the latfi King's reign. He ought to have 
taken the whole of that reign tt^ther. In 
fome years the Civil Lift was very deficient i 
in otheri" it 'greatly exceeded the fum of 
830,0001;- As tnis b peculiarly a day of dry 
calculatidn, i Wilt obfervD that from the ac- 
counts delivered in to Parliament, it appeared,*' 
that in the 33 years of George the Second*! 
reign, from Midfiimmer 1727 to.Midfummer 
176c, the Civil Lid produced only 26,181,91(11, 
whereas 8oo,00ol. for 33 years amtlunts to

<l,}761. a year. The fum of 8oo,oopl. wa» 
It that time thought abundantly fufficient to 
iupport the fplendor of the crown, and the 
Majcfty of this great people. His Majefty has 
received befides 171,605!. the arrears of the 
late King's Civil Lifl, ioo,coo1. on account of 
Somerfet-houfe, and an additional grant of 
5i3>S<tl- in the year 1769, to difcharge all 
incumbrances. The death of the Princefs 
Dowager of Wales was a faving of 6o,OOOl. 
a year, and the Duke of York i2,oooI. a 
year. Yet, fir, we are now told of another 
debt of 6iS,34qI. and called upon to pay 
that likewife, not with (landing the former har- 
geiit with the public. The very propofal im- 
plies another violation of fuiiic faith. Sir, 
I will venture to fay, if we are indeed juft 
truftees for the people, if we conrcientioufly 
reflet that their wealth is intruded ,to our 
care, that we are the guardians of the public 
purfe, we ought to Hop this grnving evil, and 
reprobate the idea of fuffcring their money 
to be thus fquandered, as well as the coun- 
try drained by a variety of taxes.

Sir, we ought to look back to what former 
Princes and Parliaments have done. [ will 
take the conltdcration only from the glorious 
sera of the Revolution, and it fiiall be ftatcd 
fairly and fully. The Civil Lift was not 
granted t6 King William for life tHI the year 
i6q8, when 700,000!. a yrar was fettled on 
him. The diftra^ions of bia governnient, 
and of all ^arope at that period, are wd) 
known. His moft gcneroiH views far tb« 
public were thwarted at home during Ihc 
greatcfl part of his reign by the *T(nitt, a» 
the friends of liberty are now harrafled by

Queen Anne had the fame rcvc - 
tiue fettlcil 4ipon her. She did not aflc the 
additional fum of loo^oool. to her Civil 
Lift, but Ihc gave unaHced out of it yearly 
I0o,oool. towards carrying on the war,o«Mf- 
^gatnji Franct, befidcs 3OO|OO0l. at Icaft to- 
wards the building of filenheim-houre, and 
above ]oo>oool. for the Tupport of the poor 
Palatines. We have a refolution of this 
HouCc, fir, on a report from a Committeef 
which flatei this very fully.

In the iicft of Queen 
Anne rtie hixa Funds with riie fanic dediio 
tions were fettled on her for life, and dedareS 
to bcfOTfaifing 79b,oCiOl. for the fupport of 
her houfehold, and the dignity of her govern- 
' ment. In the^th <rf' her feign the old f'olb< 
office i£t was repealed, and a new General 
Poft>office with higher rates was eRahlilhed> 
in coofideradoQ of whidi another dedu£lion 
wai

700I. a week, or 36,4«oI. « yen. Both 
tfaiTc 6cctudions have ever £nce -been cotKJ- 
nued. 

Geotgc I, bad die fame jcvemte fettled 
i|pon him as Queen Anne, but if 300,osoU 
paid himtiy the Royal Exchange and Londoit 
AflUrance CompaHies, and a tniUion graaK<t 
in 1726, towards paying -bis debtsy are in- 
cluded, bis iiicome will appear to have been 
nearly 8qo,ooq1. ptr annnm. In the firfk 
fpeecb to his .Parliament he took notice, 
*' That it was bis.bappinefs to fee a Frtnce of 
•' Wales, vbo may, in due time, Aio^ to 
**. the throne, and to f»e him bkfled with mmf 
*' children," Yet the eftabiiflunent of tha 
Civil Lift, at the begiiming of that reign wu 
only Settled at 700^00!. a year. It was not 
till after the great cKpences confcqucnt on the 
rcbrilion of the £arl of Mar, and the other 
ferjurtd Scati, who, al ihoqgh tfa^ -bad taken 
the 'oatbs to his govemmcRt, traitsrouflf 
wag^ «peB a»d intplous var-agniidamild 
snd-juft Sovfcreign, that the Pariicmcnt .paid 
the King's debts, la tbe ratga of^-Gewtte I. 
the 
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lite Prince of Walei had an eftablUhmenC of 

IOO,oool. fir annum, 

George 11. had a very numerous family^ 
and SoOfOOol. was at fird fettled upon him* 
vith whatever furplus might aiife from the 
duties and allowances compofing the Civil 
Lift revenues, 1111736, that part of the he- 
reditary ahd temporary excife, which confift- 
ed of duties on Spirituous Liquors, was taken 
from the Civil Lift, in confideration of which 
70,000!. was transferred to it from the aggre- 
gate fund. The income of George II. in- 
cluding 1 1 5,bool. granted m 1729, and 
45^*733'- ■') <747t towards making good the 
deficiencies^ which had arifen tn the Civil 
Lift duties^ was 810,74.9!. per armitm, for 33 
years. His late Majefty likewi^ had in his 
nign a Staliijh rebellion, carried on by many 
tf the fame traitors, who had been pardoned 
by his father. The cjtpence of that rebellion 
Ki the King and kingdom was enormous, for 
it was not confined to the extremities of the 
Hland, but ri^ed in the hesn of the kihgdamy 
and the rebels advanced to within a htiitdrcd 
Biilts of thecapitat. Such an event, fir, net 
imforifm-i bttatift fariftUt was a juft ground 
for

far Ha Parliaoient's ^ifchtrging a debt coo^ 
traded bjr fecuring \g ut every thing dear to 
oien and Engliihinen. 

The efiablifltment of the prefent King, at 
the yearly rent charge to the nattpn of 
8oo,oool. was a meafure at the time equally 
pleafing both tothePnnraand people. The 
oiinifter boafled that there waa not a poffibility 
of any future difpnte about the beredtuiy r&* 
venues, or concerning accounts fufpe^ted to be 
falfe, wilfujly erroneous, or deceitful^ kept 
back, or anticipated, to brve a panicular 
purpofe, I an aware, lir, that the Civil Ltd 
revenues have been increafing for many years. 
The mean annual produce for the laft five 
jrears of George II. was 829,150!. and fo^ 
the RtA fix years of his pre&nt Majcfly, it 
would have been, hid the eftablilhment ia 
the late reign continued, 894,000!. In 1775a 
it would have beei^ 1,019,450^ Near90,oool, 
ftr annum of this great increafe has beea.pr»-. 
duced by an incrcafe in the Poll- office reve-. 
tiue, occafioned chiefly by the late alteratioit 
in the manQer of franking, and by the fallipg, 
in of the crofs po^li to the public by the death 
of Mr. Allen ; but thefe profit! would proba-

* week allowed to go through thele accounti, 
but I will vepture to affirm that a year would 
not be fufficiem to dear them rtom their fiu- 
died perplexity, to give order and light to 
fuch a chaos. The mofi aUe accotnpunti 
'do not pretend to underAand them. They 
would puzzle a Dt Aftivrt. Egyptian dark- 
neft hanga over the whole. There it not one 
friendly ray of light to lead u* through thii 
JabyrJnth. 

No account, fir, whaterer is given Parlia- 
fnent of the other eonfiderable revenues of the 
frown, befules the annuity of 8oo,oool, 1 do 
not mean the income of the Ele^rate of 
Hanover, or Bilhoprick ef Ofnabrug, but 
what his Majefty enjoys as King of England. 
That is a fair confideration with us, when 
4be Houle are providing for the fupport of 
the luftre of the crown, at prefent, I fear, 
M little iarmfind. The extraordinary reve- 
nues of the Crown ane, the revenue of Ire- 
land, the Duchy of Cornwall, the land re- 
venue within the priocip^ity- of Wales, the 
'revenue of Gibraltar* American quk-rents. 
aow 
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now generally laji, irr'tdiimahly hjf, the Plan- 
tation duties of 4.1. { pir uni. from the Lee- 
ward iflands, fines, forfeitures, and many 
Other particulars, which certainly c>rry the 
Royal income to much above One million a 
year. We may form fome guelles from the 
grants we find made. From the reverue of 
the Duchy of Cornwall it appears that 17,000!, 
i^ued to Mr. BraJJIkno in one year* and 
I i,oool. in another. From the 4I. { p*r cem. 
■ in iyb()tf«r hii Majtfl/sfptdolftrvift, 14,7421. 
to Sir Grey Cooper, In 1771, John Robin- 
Ibn, Efq; received iu,oool. of the Vjrginiait 
qutt-Tcnts, the iafl payment I believe of that 
nature. Sir Grey Cooper in 1769 received 
3,1441. front the revenue of Gibraltar, and in 
1765 the fum of 13,804!. was iffued thence for 
fptcial fcrvict. Such copious flreams muft flow 
from rich and abundant fountains. The Planta- 
tion duties of 4I. 5 per cmt. produced 101753, 
the fum of 27,37;!. Kincs and forfeitures are a 
very confiderable addition to the Royal revenue. 
I was plundered in one year of uiool. by two 
fines, one of jod. for a pretended libel, nnd 
another of the fame fum, bccaufe I had a 
Vol. II.

The bcfi here 
is the Riyal Seder's, but even that is inconfi- 
derabic, neither is it open to the public, nor 
are the neceflary coaveuiences af&Fded ftrangeri. 
fcr reading or tranfcribing^ The Britijb Mu- 
fium, fir, is rich in Manufcripts, the Har- 
Uian calUSian^ tht Celttniaa Lihrsry, ihs alUc- 
tha of Charlts I. and many others, efpccially 
on our own hiftory, but it is wretchedly poor 
in printed books. I wifh, lir, a fum was al- 
lowed by parliament for the purchafe of the moft 
valuable editions of the beft authors, and an KQi 
paCed to oblige every printer, under a certain 
penalty, to fend a copy bound of crery pub>- 
lication he made to the Brisijh Muftum. Our 
pofterity by this, and other acquifuions, might 
perhaps polTefs .a more valuable treafurc than 
£vcn rhc celebrated Altxundrian a^tSion, for 
tietwithllanding that fdfifhnefs, which marks 
the prefcnt age, we have not quite lol fight 
cf every beneficial profpcfl for futurity. Con- 
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fileraUe donitiona might likcwife, after fucft 
a fanSioR of parliamentary approbation, be 
expedcd from private perfons, who in Eng- 
hnd, tncH^ than in any country of ths 
world, have enlai^ed views for the general 
good and glory of the ftaee.

The Important Rights of Elcdton in the 
people are fo deeply interetled In the Quenion> 
which I think it my duty to move again to 
this Houfc, that no apology can be neccfTary 
for my embracing this, and every, opportu- 
nity, which the forms of parliament permit, 
of bringing this bufmels again to our confide- 
ration.

A court of law determined on a dif- 
ferent charge, that of the rtpubUcaiitn, 9. 
charge, which might have been brought agalnft 
fii'e hundred other perfons. 

As little delicacy, fir, has been fljiewD by 
us to the ails of former parliaments, as to 
our own rifilut'iBns, Have we manifcHed any 
tendcrnefs to the memory of the firft parlia- 
ment, which was called in his prefent Ma- 
jefty's reign ? That parliament declared, and 
declared truly, in the Civil Lift A^, that 
6oo,00o1. was '* a ctmptlent revenue for de- 
" fraying theexpences of his Majefly's Civil 
*' government, and fupporting the dignity of 
*' the crown of Great Britain." VVithiq 
thcfe few days we declared that 8oo,cool. was 
rot a Minfetent fum, and " that for the better 
" fwppoTt 
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" fupport of hi) MajeAy's houfehold, and of 
" the honour and dignity of the crown, there 
** be granted to his Majefly, during hia life, 
** out of the Aggregate Fund, the clear year- 
*' ly fum of looiosol. to commence from the 
** 5th of January 1777, over and above the 
*' yearly fum of8oO,COjl. granted by an a£l 
*' made In the firft year of his Majefty's reign." 
If the fum of 8oo,oooi. was competent to ihefe 
great purpofeS, we had no right to vote more 
of the people's money. We were improvidtnt, 
and prodigal Truftces for the nation, not to 
ufe a more harfh expreiEon. Let us hear no 
tnore of the amazing depth in finance of any 
modern iSul'y, or of a pretended aetonamy in 
the management of the public, or the royal, 
re- 

t Henry rV- ^"d Sully, hi) great Miniftcr cf 
finance, were raciificed by all llu meictnaiy writenof 
the court in 1765 to George III. and the Earl of ia/^, 
his firft Lord of ihe Trtafury, with his liicomparBble 
traufkr, Sancbo, the Chancellor of the Exchrqiier, 
then Sir Francii Dajhinoud, now Lird Le Dtjptactr, 
The moonihine btami of the two laft latdlites only 
loured our ixcifid Cyder and Periy, nrd (hen ihey 
funk to all appearance beneath our hoiifon at the 
fame momenr, on the lamented tM\ of April 1763. 
But the glorious luminary round which they moved, 
continuei to warm us on this fide the Atlantic with hit 
refulgent rayj, although pcrhapi he Itorchct our Ame- 
rican brethren with his fierce bewni. ^^ ^^^ r , 
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revenues. We likewife voted the lad 4reelc 
above 6oo,OOOl. as the laft parliament had 
(tho*e 500,000). much above a million in alt, 
on the fame pretext of paying the dtbtmi the 
King, when his Majefly had enjoyed a cnn~ 
fttifit revenue of 8oo,oool. clear of all de- 
duAions and contingencies, and thofe dtbti 
were of the moft fufpieious nature, even as to 
the independency of this Houfe. Let us not 
therefore, fir, afTefl more tendernefs for the 
lall parliament in fo flagrant an inftance of 
injuKice, as the -cafe of the Middlefex Elec- 
tianS) ^an we have fliewn to them, and to 
ourfelves too, in other refpeSs. We ought> 
if we are men of honour and principle, to do 
juftice to all the Ele£lors of this kingdom, and 
by a formal repeal to make fatii^Sion to thofe ' 
zealous defenders of liberty, the fpirited free- 
holders of this injured and infulted county. 

I defire, lir, to recall to the memory of many 
gentlemen, what paded in this Houfe in the 
laft parliament on one of the great debates re- 
fpc6ting . the Middlcfex Elections. A noble 
Lord, the darling of his country, as well at 
the' favourite of our army, whole memory is 
'-ar to every Englilliman, for he joined to the 
hravtry 
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ti-avery of Cscfar alt the mild and gentle qua' 
lilies of our Englilh herof Edward the Black 
Prince, that noble Lord, fir, flood up in hi» 
place here, and fokmnly afkcd pardon of hi» 
country for having, as he faid, wounded the 
conflitution, and riolated the rights and pri- 
vilegea of this kingdom by voting as he had 
done in this Houfe in the bufinefs- of the 
Middlefex Eleflions. He did not Anp there. 
He was anxiotia to make public f reparation 
for a miftakcn opinion — but f^ ftich moment— 
and he afierwardi joined the Pft^^^f'M in an 
nnportant queftion refpefting the difcontents 
9f the people on this very fubjefl. We majr 
all, fir, imitate the love of juflice and can- 
dour, if we cannot reach the high cotiragt of 
that illultrious, immortal character, the late 
Marquh of Cranhy. 

While the Refolution, which I have men- 
tioned, is fufTcred to continue on our Jour- 
nals, I Iball believe, fir> that the elcflive 
right* 

t Lord Granhj bimlclf thought proptr to conilemn, 
rrtrafl, and diravow, by a moft folunii dfchratloa in 
the Haule of CoTnmom, that very fyftcm of political 
condufl, which Juniui had held forth, to the dUap- 
prvbuion of the public.

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tights oF the nation lie at the merEy of tht 
Miniftcr, that is in fa3 of the Crown, and that 
the dignity and independeilcy of parliament 
are in danger of being entiri:]y dellroyed. 
It is evident, that no gentleman now holds 
his feat by the choice of his conAituents^ bjt 
only by thegood-witlj and at the pleafure^ of 
the Mlnifter, or by the Royal permifEon. 
The tenure is equally precarious, and unjulti 
for the conftitution has clearly lodged in th6 
people the right Of being reprcfented in this 
Houfe, by the man, who is the objed odbeir 
choice, A committee can never have but that 
fingle queflion to determine^ provided the par- 
ty is by law eligible, and has purfued only 
thofe methods, which are waranted by law. 
I will fcize every opportunity of importun- 
ing, of conjuring the Houfe, if they have 
any reverence for the laws, utterly to refcind 
this unconftitutional and iniquitous refolution. 
We owe it to the prcfent, and to every future, 
age, and therefore I move, " that the Refo-
